DISTRIBUTION ANNUAL MEETINGS 


The coming annual meeting New Orleans calls 
mind the fact that never before the history the 
Society has meeting been held the South. Washing- 
ton, C., White Sulphur Springs, Va., and St. 
Louis, Mo., can scarcely considered being more 
than the border line. 

glance the geographical distribution the an- 
nual meetings the past forty-five years reveals the 
fact that twenty-nine them have been held the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States, ten the Middle Western States, 
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six Washington, C., three New England (all 
Mass.) and three the west. 

How are these irregularities accounted for? The 
first thirteen meetings after the organization the So- 
ciety were held New York City, with one exception, 
Albany. This was probably because the central posi- 
tion New York with regard the early membership. 
Since that time five meetings have been held New 
York State, and only once the last sixteen years. The 
six meetings held Washington are not dispropor- 
tionate number when one considers the interest and ac- 
tivity the members the Bureau Fisheries the 
work the Society. Aside from the above, only four 
States have had many three annual meetings, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan. Other 
States are follows: Illinois, Nebraska, Wisconsin, 
New Jersey, West Virginia, Missouri, Colorado and Cali- 
fornia, one each. Since 1900 there have been only two 
repetitions, indicating desire the part the Society 
for fair distribution the meetings. 

Undoubtedly number factors have entered into 
the choice meeting places recent years. The most 
important these seems the distribution mem- 
bers, most whom are still the New England, Middle 
Atlantic and North Middle States. Interest fish cul- 
ture has also been important factor. For example, 
two the Massachusetts meetings were held Woods 
Hole and two the Ohio meetings Put-in-Bay. Great 
“convention which have much offer the visitor 
the way sight-seeing, have also influenced the dis- 
tribution the meetings, witness New York, Wash- 
ington, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and San Francisco. 

Now, why have meetings until the present one been 
held the South? Two reasons which come mind 
once seem sufficient explain this apparent neglect. 
the first place, the membership the southern states 
has always been comparatively slight, possibly because, 
owing smaller population and natural advantages, the 
necessity artificial culture fish has not been 
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pressing some other regions our country, and 
therefore there has been less interest this work and 
the Society. so, this condition that will bring 
its own cure few years,—the necessity already 
keenly felt some parts the South, fact. But 
far greater weight the fact that the meetings have 
always been held the latter part the summer, 
the time when the fisheries men are rule more 
free attend than any other time, and then the 
southern states are supposed hot. The climate may 
quite sure, the writer can testify, 
but the northern man who has not summered the South 
firmly inclined the belief that would melt com- 
pletely away compelled spend few days sum- 
mer below Mason’s and Dixon’s Line. 

New Orleans has broken the ice mere figure 
speech, course, none ever occurs there outside 
the refrigerator and the drinkables), and undoubtedly 
the meetings will held the South with increasing 
frequency coming years, especially with the growth

While, might expected from the previous work 
the authors, the emphasis placed ecology the 
relation aquatic organisms their environment, there 
also much valuable material the general biology 
and life histories aquatic forms, and the economic side 
not neglected.

NAME AND OBJECT

fish culture and the fisheries, and the treatment all 
questions regarding fish, scientific and economic 
character. 


ARTICLE 


MEMBERSHIP 


Active Members.—Any person may, upon two-thirds 
vote and the payment two dollars, become member 
this Society. case members not pay their fees, 
which shall two dollars per year after first year, and 
are delinquent for two years, they shall notified the 
treasurer, and the amount due not paid within 
month thereafter, they shall be, without further notice, 
dropped from the roll membership. 

Any library, sporting fishing club, society, firm 
corporation may, upon two-thirds vote and the payment 
the regular annual fee, become member this So- 
ciety and entitled all its publications. 

Life Members.—Any person shall, upon two-thirds 
vote and the payment twenty-five dollars, become 
life member this Society, and shall thereafter ex- 
empt from all annual dues. 

Patrons.—Any person, society, club, firm corpora- 
tion, approval the Executive Committee and 
payment $50.00, may become Patron this Society 
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with all the privileges life member, and then shall 
listed such all published lists the Society.
